The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Hess in view of Benson. 

Hess teaches using a lambda sensor to indicate individual cylinder differences 

with regard to air/fuel ratio inputs into the cylinder. This tells Hess whether or not 

individual lambda values are being achieved. The charge into each cylinder maybe 

adjusted from this data. The charge ratio maybe varied by adding fuel if the mixture is 

too lean. 

Benson teaches a fuel system which uses an accumulator pressure and a pulsed 
injection to determine total fuel quantity. An additional charge can be created by 
increasing the fuel pressure. 

Applicant's method is disclosed as operational via a simple lambda sensor being 
used to indicate, on a per-cylinder basis, which injectors are coking and thus not 
allowing enough fuel to pass through the injector (thus indicating a lean lambda value). 
This is what Hess will sense as well. Both Hess and Benson include a computer 
readable medium. 

It would have been obvious to modify Hess by increasing the pressure to coking 
(lean output) injectors because Benson taught that this was a possible cure which would 
not effect injection on time. 
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Claims 3-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
